pruned into more symmetrical, attract- 
ive shape as trees than »s bnslies. 
To 


grow onrruma in tree form ir is simply 
necessary to remove nil bnds from tho 
part of the cutlmg or layer that it pnt 
in the ground. This prevents the growth 
of shoots from below tho surface of tbn 
soil, and consequently no suckers are 
formed. The tree currants may be kept 
in symmetrical shape by annually cut- 
ting back the shoots of now woo-J, leav- 
ing bnt two or three bnds to the shoot. 
This may be done at any convenient 
time while tho leaves are off. 


No definite rnle can be given for 


pruning currants grown in bush form, 
for the kind and amount of priming 
necessary are in each case determined by 
the condition and individual habits of 
growth of tho bush to be pruned. 
In 


general it may be said that during tho 
first two or three years tho bushes re- 
qnire but little pruning eicept to head 
back the new shoots so that fruit spurs 
will develop all along tbe cane. Other- 
wise the fruit hearing branches and 
fruit spurs will he fonnd mostly near 
the top of a long cane. 
When this is 


permitted, especially with some vari- 
eties, such us Pay for example, the 
weight of the fruit is quite apt to bend 
tho canes nearly or quite to the ground. 


Besides this heading in to keep tho 


bashes iu shape the pruning consists of 
removing the broken branches or those 
that droop too closely to the ground 
and removing the old wood after it has 
passed the age of greatest productive- 
ness.—Bulletin Now York Station.

To 
best meet thn conditions, then, I feed 
such an amount of hay ac night as ex- 
perience shows will be eaten clean to- 
fore morning. If any horfe hns any loft 
in tho morning, it is uk-cu ont, and iho 
mangers aro broshi-d clean. Gram ia 
then fed and again tit noon, but no 
nioro hay is fed nntil night. By this 
means tho horses can eat arid digi-«t tho 
necessary amount of hay while they are 
qn-ot in their stalls, lint while at work 
during tho day they aro not inconven- 
ienced by having the stomach distended 
with it. After several years' trial I am 
convinced that horses keep healthier 
nnd in bettor condition, at less expense 
for grain, by this method of feeding 
than by. the old fashioned way of contin- 
nal stuffing wilb hay. Tho best airangrd 
stables have the hay manger made with 
a rack bottom, through which any dirt 
or dust that may he mixed with the iiny 
will drop to the floor. When thns con- 
structed, tho guiu manger is nindo sep- 
arately and so arranged with slats or 
wire netting that tho horse cannot easily 
move his head to one side and slabber 
oats on the floor. With a little inlelli- 
geutcaro iu tho management there is no 
reason why the farm horse should not 
bo tho healthiest am! tho longest lived 
horse wo have.—Horso World.

TIMES DKMOCKAT stated to the pub- 
He of Liua the facts concerning the 
need of more resources of employ- 
ment for worklngmen, and the advis- 
ability of securing the Lima North- 
ern railroad shops, the merchants 
and citizens who are interested In 
the welfare of the city have consid- 
ered the suggestions made by the 
TIMES-DEMOCHAT and when called 
upon by a representative or the 
paper were found almost unanimous- 
ly In favor of making an earnest 
effort to secure the shops for this 
city in any reasonable way that may 
be suggested. Below are the re- 
marks by a number of the prominent 
merchants and citizens when ap- 
proached upon the subject: 


F. E. Barman—"We should not 


lose these shops, because «thcy .are 
worth too much to Lima. I contrib- 
uted my share towards securing the 
Ohio Southern, but I am aUo willing
